ington during the 
U. S. Grant was president. 


He writes of the view from just 


back of the Capitol as follows: 

“In the distance, but on _ this 
side of the water and close to its 
edge, the Monument of the Fa- 
ther of his Country towers out 
of the mud.... The memorial 
chimney stands in a quiet, pas- 
toral locality. With a glass you 
can see the cow-sheds about its 
base and contented sheep _nib- 
bling pebbles in the desert soli- 
tudes that surround it and tired 
pigs dozing in the holy calm of 
its protecting shadow. 

“Now wrench your gaze loose 
and you see Pennsylvania Ave- 
nue stretching straight ahead till 
it brings up against an _ iron 
fence, in front of a pillared pile 
the Treasury Building. The stores 
and hotels that wall this broad 
avenue are mean, cheap and din- 
gy. Beyond the Treasury is a fine, 
large, white barn with wide, un- 
handsome grounds about it. The 
President lives there.” 

Twain writes a lot more about 
Washington and its people; the 
ways of Congress and the habits of 
Congressmen, all of it uncompli- 
mentary and much of it quite mod- 
ern in possible application. The Ci- 
ty has changed immeasurably for 
the better. Congress has become 
more important to America and 
the World; but Senators and Rep- 
resentatives do not seem to have 
altered in many respects, one im- 
portant exception being the  Fili- 
buster, which is an innovation of a 
jater day.’ 

Read “The Gilded Age” (in two 
volumes) if you are interested in 
learning how little American Gov- 
ernment has progressed during the 
past three quarters of a_ century. 
Mark Twain a keen analyst 
and reporter. His humor is sardonic 
but true; at least it has the ring 
of truth and, to those who believe 
life was simpler in the “good old 
days,” his chronicles may prove a 
revelation. 

Incidentally, the populuation of 
eur United States was about 40,000,- 
000 during President Grant’s dou- 
ble term in office, (1869-1877) Gas 
was the illuminating medium and 
visitors from the country to urban 
hotels had to be notified by promi- 
nent signs not to blow it out, as 
they did their candles at home, 
when they went to bed. It was an 
era of duels, bed-bugs in the best 
homes and hostelries, of uncovered 
sewers, cholera, typhus and small- 
pox epidemics. Not a very pleasant 
time to live, but free from strikes, 
atom bomb terrors and O.P.A. It 
was a post-war period, like today, 
and presented many similar prob- 
jems in a minor field. Read it if 
you like History spiced with the 
grim, incisive frankness of a mas- 
terful observer.

Park’s city councilmen 
the special meeting of the 
trustees of Sequoia High 
School along with 50 or more inter- 
ested citizens sitting in on the ses= 
sion last Tuesday night, to see what 
the next step would be toward the 
relief of the critical high school sit- 
uation. 

The board unanimously passed 
two resolutions as first steps toward 
improving the present instruction- 
al setup: 

1. That a comprehensive survey 
of the school district system be 
made and that as preparation for 
that survey, information be obtain- 
ed from several different universi- 
ties on the scope and cost of such 
a survey and recommendations on 
the people qualified to make it, 

2. That the California Taxpayers 
Association be invited to make a 
survey of the efficiency and utili- 
zation of Sequoia high school. 

It was agreed by the board mem-= 
bers that before any more propo-= 
sals for bond issues are presented 
to the public, a concrete analysis 
by competent authorities of the 
needs of the school district must 
be made. 

Mayor Burgess told the board 
that when they make the survey, 
to bear in mind the need for a high 
school in Menlo Park, and pointed 
out that the recent $1,500,000 bond 
issue was passed here, indicating, 
the wishes of the people in Menio 
Park for a school. 

Superintendent A. C. Argo report- 
ed that a comprehensive survey is 
an extensive, fact-probing affair, 
adding that such a survey involves 
15 separate minor surveys. The mi- 
nor surveys, he said, involve studies 
of the gutlines of school policy; 
of the facts about the schools as 
they exist; of the administrative 
organization; finance and business 
management; buildings and build- 


ing program; instructional staff; 
records and _ reports; curricula; 
child accounting; daily program;
